The Toaster Oven should be the only appliance operating on the circuit 

This Toaster Oven has both Inlmred and Convection Technology for better, more efficient 
use of heat The infrared feature utilizes halogen and quartz to cook with infrared light 
waves in less time than conventional ovens. The use of specific wavelengths In the 
electromagnetic spectrum profiled against your cooking choice results in perfectly cooked 
food: fastf This oven's interior heater lights cycle on and off during normal operation to cook 
faster than conventional ovens and more evenly Automatic Convection Technology 
features hot air circulating through the toaster oven to cook food more evenly, a! tower 
temperatures, and often with better and faster results. Food cooks In less time in the 
convection oven. The Convection Feature is in operation In the Sake, Warm, and Pizza 
modes.

In the LCD display panel are a Timer, Toast Color choices with icons far Light, Medium 
and Dark and bslow, an area to show the 5 functions of the Toaster Ovsn; Bake, Pizza, 
Broil. Warm, and Toast Various other Icons that appear in the LCD display panel are 
explained In this manual.

TOASTING 

ThB large capacity oven allows for toasting 4 to 6 siices of bread, or 6 English muffin hates, 
frozen waffles, or froEen pancakes When toasting only 1 or 2 items, place tha food in the 
center of the Toaster Oven's rack. 

1 As soon as the Toaster Oven is plugged in, the LCD 
display pane! and Power light illuminate blue. These 
stay illuminated until Ihe Toaster Oven in unplugged 

2 Turn the Function Adjust knob, trt the blue LCD display, 
an arrow points to the function you choose. Turn until 
the arrow points to the word Toast. The Display shows 
the default (preset) setting for Medium toast 

3. Turn the Time Adjust knob until an arrow points to the 
Taast Color designation you wan!, either tight, medium 
or dark. The Timer in the display shows no numbers 
during toasting

The bakeware that wilt fit in She oven are: a Bundt pan, 6-cup muffin pan, 9-inch pie pan, 
9-inch loaf pan, or an Angst Food cake pan.

2 Turn the Function Adjust knob until the arrow trt the 
display window points to the word Pizza The Timer 
will show the default (preset) time of 45 minutes. 
Be sure to follow the tirrtB in the recipe, or directions 
on the pizza box, tor cooking times Always start with 
a shorter time, and add time as needed

approximately 400°F 

3 To preheat the oven once you have selected Pizza - 
turn the Time Adjust knob lo S minutes, then push the 
START/STOP button. The START/STOP button 
illuminates blue to show the oven is operating When 
the 5 minutes are up. the oven wilt beep 5 times to let 
you know the time Is up, the blue START/STOP light 
wilt go out and the toaster oven turns Ofl 

4- To set the Timer on Ihe amount of time needed for the 
recipe, turn the Time Adjust knob to choose the 
number of minutes needed, The timer can be set from 
1 minute up lo 120 minutes.

Set the 
timer for the amount of lime desired 

NOTE: The Warm mode of the Toaster Oven runs 
at approximately 200° to 21 0T 

3. Place covered food in the Toaster Oven on tha 
lower rack and push the START/STOP button., 

4 . When the Warm time is up, the Toaster Oven beeps 
5 times, the START/STOP button light will go out, 
and the Toaster Oven will be turned Off 

5 To stop the Warming earlier, push and hold the 
START/STOP button for about 2 seconds. 
The Toaster Oven will beep once, the START/STOP 
button light will go out, and the Toaster Oven 
will be turned Off.

1. Allow oven and accessories to cool completely before cleaning, 

NOTE: Sugar and Salt baaed foods have a tendency to stick to ail surfaces and are 
very hard to clean. When cooking these types of foods with the Bake Pan and Broil 
Rack, soak and clean them Immediately after each use. 

2. All accessories should be washed by hand In hot sudsy water. Rinse and dry ail 
accessories thoroughly Automatic dishwashing not recommended, 

3. The Glass Door can be wiped clean with a damp sponge and wiped dry with 
a paper or cloth towel, 

4. To clean the crumb tray, slide it out of the oven and brush off crumbs. Wipe with 
a damp cloth and dry thoroughly. 

5. Baked on stains can be removed with a paste made from baking soda and water. 
Rinse and dry thoroughly. 

6. Clean the outside with a clean damp sponge or cloth and dry thoroughly. 

A non-abrasive liquid cleaner may be used for stubborn stains, Rinse and dry 
thoroughly. NEVEH Immerse Toaster Oven In water or any liquid. 



CAUTION: NEVER use steel wool, scouring pads or abrasive cleaners 
to clean any parts of Toaster Oven Interior, exterior, or Accessories.
